Of scenery, iu tho ordinary sense of 


the word, there was none at all. What 
we saw was tho real thing. In the open- 
ing scene of "CEdipus," the king, com- 
iug forward through tho royal portal 


' and across tho raised platform in the 
rear of ;hc stagp, did literally "enter 
fr.-;,i the palace" and did "descend the 
palut.-a stops" to the "public place" 
whero Crco;i and the priests awaited 
him. It was n direct reversal of the or- 
dinary oflVct iu the ordinary theater, 
whoie iijb play loses in realism because 
.1 current of necessarily appreciated but 
purposely rejected antagonistic fact un- 
tlemina the conventional illusion and 
ccuipcJs us to perceive that the palace 
i.-i but painted cnuvas, and even on the 
largest stage only four or five times as 
high as the prince. Tho palace at Or- 
(in;,v, tov.-criug up as though it would 
touch tho very heavens and obviously 
of veritable stone, was a most peremp-• 
tory reality. 


The fortuitous accessory of tho trees 


growing close beside the stage added to 
tho outdoor effect still another very 
vivid touch of realism,-and this wa's 
heightened by the swaying of tho branch- 
es, and by tho gracious motion of the 
draperies, tinder tho fitful pressure of 
Iho Htrong gusts of wind. Indeed tho 
mistral took a very telling part in tho 
performance. 
Players less "perfect in 


their art would have been disconcerted 
by it, but these of the Coruedic Francaise 
were quick to perceive and to utilize its 
artistic possibilities. In the very midst 
of the solemn denunciation of CEdipus 
by Tiresias, tho long white beard of tho 
blind prophet suddenly was blown up- 
ward so that his face was hidden und 
his utterance choked by it, and tho mo- 
mentary piiuse, while he raised his hand 
slowly, and calmly freed his faco from 
his chance covering, made a dramatic 
break in his discourse, and added to it a 
naturalness which vividly intensified its 
solemn import. In like manner tho final 
entry of CEdipus, coming from the pal-, 
ice after blinding himself, was made 
thrilliugly real. For a moment, as he 
came upon tho stage, the horror which 
10 had wrought upon himself — his 
•hastly eycsockots, his 'blood stained 
'ace—was visible, and then a gust of 
wind lifted his mantle and flung it about 
ais head so that all was concealed, and 
•m exquisite pity for him was aroused— 
whilo he struggled painfully to rid him- 
self of the incumbrance—by tho imposi- 
tion of this petty annoyance upon hia 
mortal agony of body and of soul.—

(of romances) had other drawbacks, par- 
ticularly in 
tho matter of expense, 


which was fully six or seven times as 
great, Sirs. Stevenson says, as living on 
a corresponding scale in Sail Francisco. 
As for society, "there's more of it to the 
square inch in Samoa than in any other 
place I know,"' says Mrs. Stevenson, but 
it appears to bo largely of the living 
picture kind.

A bulletin issued by the Treasury 


Department shows that on May 31,1895, 
the paper currency of the United 
States amounted to $1,083,906,608, m 
denomination running from a dollar to 
a thousand dollar bill. This paper 
currency includes greenbacks.Treasury 
notes, silver certificates and national 
bank notes. The bulk of the paper 
currency is in five, ten and twenty 
dollar bills. Of five dollar bills there 
are $247,937,000; of ten dollar bills, 
$237,985,000; and of twenty dollar bills, 
$-'30,900,000. Of the paper currency in 
circulation $328,000,000 is in silver cer- 
tiDV-itea issued against an equal num- 
ber of silver dollars held in the Treas- 
ury, 
leaving 
$42,000.000 standard 


dollars in circulation as coin. 


The Treasury statement shows the 


amount of paper currency issued by 
the 
Government. No deduction 13 


made for tha loss or destruction of bills. 
though financiers estimate that loss at 
about twenty per cent of all the paper 
mouey issued. The silver dollars put 
in circulation, if every one was still in 
tiia hands of tba people, would not be- 
gin to go around. Assuming the popu- 
lation of the United States to be 67,- 
000,000, there are not silver dollars 
enough la circulation to give every 
mail, woman and child, one each. 


Including the silver dollars and sub- 


sidiary coins, and one dollar and two 
dollar bills, and in fact all coins and 
notes under five dollars, and makmg 
no deduction for the amount lost or 
destroyed, there is but $171,510,000 in 
change for 67,000,000 of people. As a 
consequence in the east there is a great 
scarcity of change, and our gold 
standard Secretary of the Treasury pre- 
fers keeping $124,000,000 worth of bull- 
ion stored in the Treasury to having it 
coined to accommodate the people 
with change. The gold men will per- 
mit the comdge of only ti limited quan- 
tity of silver, just enough to have it 
said that the coinage of silver is not 
wholly suspended, and even here in 
Nevada there are men who pretend to 
be for free coinage who uphold the 
gold men at the polls.

path in eastern Idaho and Wyoming 
and it is reported that seventeen per- 
sons have beea killed by them at Jack- 
son's Hole.

danger, are at Fountain Geyser all 
right. Settlers have abandoned their 
homes in the Jackson's Hole country 
and have taken their

The marauding Indians are from Fort 


Hall Reservation, Idaho, and the In- 
dian police are endeavoring to get them 
back to the reservation. Failing in 
this, if the War Department does not 
send troops to protect the settlers, the 
Governor of Wyoming will send the 
State militia to the front. 


The Bannocks were on tne warpath 


before in 1878, when they raided 
through Idaho and eastern Oregon. 
TJ.ey are a branch of the Pinte tribe 
and talk the same language. The Gov- 
ernment provides for their support nt 
Fort Hall, whore they have a large res- 
ervation, but that does not satisfy 
them and predatory bands of them 
leave the reservation and, as is now the 
case, go into Wyoming and get into 
trouble with the whites.

SENATOR JOB* Y. JONES. 


What u Now York ruper Snys of the 


Man, the riuuo-ttnnting

"United 
States Senator John P. 


Jones is one of tho most striking pro- 
ducts of bonanza days in California. 
He has seen more ups and downs than 
all the other bonanza kings put to- 
gether. And he not only refuses to 
sit down quietly to the enjoyment of 
his millions, but he takes an active 
part in American politics. And he is 
unquestionably one of the brightest 
men in the United States Senate. 


"Senator Jones has done more to de- 


fend the much abused name of Nevada 
than any one else could possibly do. 
The unfortunate State has been known 
for so many years as the 'rotten bor- 
ough' that it is pretty hard to convince 
anyone that there is any bonesty in 
elections there. Tho Senator denies 
flatly that elections are bought in Ne- 
vada. Ho says that it costs a great 
deal of money to carry an election in 
that State, because its communities are 
so widely scattered. The Senator him- 
self is an illustration of the fact that a 
man can be elected to the Senate in 
Nevada without the qualification of 
being a millionaire; for it is commonly 
believed in Washington that on two 
occasions when Mr. Jones was ra- 
elected to the Senate he was in the 
condition known as 'flat broke.' 


"Senator Jones' views on the silver 


question, and his fidelity to the white 
metal, are well known to the country. 
He is easily the leader of the silver 
forces. In a recent interview he ex- 
pressed himself as follows concerning 
the political outlook, and the relation 
of the silver issue to it: 


The question of silver in politics is 


a big one. Silver stands in a unique 
position. It has passed beyond a po- 
litical issue, and has become a princi- 
pal for which the poor and laboring 
classes are making a fight. It is a fight 
for emancipation from tbe gold system, 
which is sucking the life out of the 
poor man, as much as was the fight of 
1776 
against England's tyranny for

th.it three magazines and three mills in 
the upper yard were blown up, one after 
another, auil a safe estimate will put 
tho quautity of powder exploded ut 150 
tons. In this explosion 18 men and 1 
woman •were instantly killed, while 23 
men and !) women were injured, some 
fatally. 


The explosion occurred a little after 3 


o'clock in the afternoon. It began in tho 
magazine for hexagonal powder, the 
kind vised ia large guns, and the most 
dangerous, being made not in grains, 
but in reddish, six sided cakes about ail 
inch and a half indiamotor, and an inch 
thick, with a small hole running througa 
the center. These cakes look like noth- 
ing so ninch as tho nuts on a wagon 
wheel. At the time of the explosion 
cakes of powder were being packed into 
largo woodeu boxes lined with tin, each 
box being about 3 feet square. The tin 
lining? projected above tho tops of the/ 
boxes about two inches, and when a box 
was pae!;erl woro folded down over a tin 
cover lifted closely upon the cakes of 
powder. It was the duty of ono of the 
workmen, William Greon, to solder 
those tiu edges downnpon the tin cover, 
R hot iron being used for this purpose. 


On the day in question what he had 


feared came to pass. 
A fellow work- 


man, William McGarvey, was bringing 
him the hot irous from a charcoal brazier 
about 20 yards distant. 
Green stood at 


the door of the open magazine, and all 
around him were uncovered boxes filled 
with tho hexagonal powder ready to be 
sealed and stewed away. There were 
also dozens of hoses that had been 
sealed.
